F or a decade, the Pillsbury A-Mill, 
a National Historic Landmark 
situated along St. Anthony Falls, 
sat dormant. 

But developer Dominium saw possibili¬ 
ties. It bought the distressed property in 2013. 

That same year Dominium scored 
approval for a $100 million renovation 
plan to transform the old workhorse into 
a 251-unit paradise of affordable housing 
lofts for artists, complete with ayoga studio, 
rooftop deck, and other amenities. 

The Plymouth developer trumpets itself 
“for creative solutions to unique and chal¬ 
lenging development projects.” It would 
do just that when it came to getting funds 
to pay for the massive rehab. 

Because the project involved a historic 
property that was being reconfigured under 
the affordable housing umbrella, Domi¬ 
nium amassed a treasure chest of grants, 
tax credits, and low-interest loans from 
various state and federal agencies. 

The A-Mill Lofts cost $665,000 per unit 
to build, or about $400,000 more than the 
average affordable housing unit, according 
to the University of Minnesota. Yet it cost 
the developer next to nothing. 

In addition to what Dominium paid for 
the property, the company’s investment 
totals just $500,000, Dominium’s Owen 
Metz told the Minneapolis City Council. 

County tax records today show the three- 
plus-acre A-Mill is assessed at almost $42 
million. 

Rents start at $900 for a one-person 
household. About 85 percent of all residents 
are white with an average yearly income of 
just below $30,000. Contrast these num¬ 
bers with other low-income housing in the 
Twin Cities, which is made up of 80 percent 
minorities with an income mean of $17,000. 

A-Mill tenants don’t have to earn a living 
as artists, but residents must “demonstrate 
a commitment to the arts,” according to 


the company. 

“The poverty housing industry in the 
Twin Cities is a $300-million-a-year industry 
that’s highly profitable to big development 
firms like Dominium,” says U of M professor 
Myron Orfield. “These people are experts 
at assembling all sorts of different kinds 
of subsidies. On this project I think they 
realized what a payday it was goingto be.” 

Private firms like Dominium, Orfield 
argues, have “captured” what’s become 
known as “Politically Opportune Subsi¬ 
dized Housing,” or POSH developments. 
“One of the reasons a project like this costs 
so much and nobody says anything about 
it is because there’s so many sources of 
funding available. These sources are only 
paying attention to their own budgets and 
not how the big picture fits together. 

“The sad part about it is for the same 
money you could build a few thousand 
affordable housing units.” 

The good part for Dominium, on the other 
hand, is pretty much everything. 

It can build housing tailored for artists 
because a2008 federal law exempts artists’ 
housing from tax rules requiring credits be 
used only for units open to “the general 
public.” 

Dominium’s rent caps can end after 13 
years, which means $900-a-month rents 
become $3,000-per-month rents. Over the 
same period, Dominium owns the building 
free and clear. Suddenly, a $170 million rehab 
becomes valued “at $300, $350 million, 
or whatever someone is willing to pay,” 
says Orfield. 

“And what we find often is it’s not single 
working moms with two kids living there 
or even struggling artists, but like this one 
guy who owns a sailboat dealership and 
likes to paint.” 

Dominium’s Owen Metz did not respond 
to repeated messages seeking comment.

Cops Must Yield 

Routine traffic stops are bad for blacks, whites, and the boys in blue 


ne day, Charles Marohn was 
home baking cookies. 

Don’t judge. 

Marohn was mid-prepara¬ 
tion when he realized he was short on 
butter. He climbed into his car and headed 
to a Brainerd grocery store. He was doing 
45 in a 35 when he got pulled over. 

The cop approached his window and 
asked Marohn if he was drunk. It took 
Marohn a minute to realize the cop was 
smelling the cooking oil on his hands. 
He protested. The officer asked why he 
was lying. 

Finally, he let Marohn off with a speed¬ 
ing ticket and a warning. 

This wasn’t profiling. Marohn is white 
and favors suit-jackets and ties tucked 
into sweaters; sometimes there’s a scarf. 
He looks more private-school-principal 
than criminal. 

A civil engineer by training, Marohn 
co-founded Strong Towns, a Brainerd 
group pushing to rethink the way we 
run our cities. Marohn likes telling the 
stories behind his speeding tickets — he’s 
racked up a few — and calls it an act of 
“table-setting.” 

Invited to that table are people who 
don’t often break bread together: Black 
Lives Matter activists demanding an end 
to racism in the cities, and the sweater- 
wearing white folks of towns like Brainerd 
(pop. 14,000, 94 percent white). 

The real issue is the way we expect cops 
to reach into our pockets to fund their jobs. 

In 2014, the most recent year for which 
stats are available, police in Minnesota 
sold about $6.8 million worth of assets 
seized during arrests. (The arresting 
agency keeps 90 percent of proceeds.) 


That’s more than double the $3.1 million 
in sales in 2004, which was more than 
double the $1.5 million collected in 1999. 

They’re seizing cars, cash, and plenty 
of guns. Not all are the kind used in gang 
violence. Those 18 rifles and shotguns 
seized by the Wright County Sheriff’s 
Office in 2014 were probably a bigger 
threat to exurban deer. 

“They’re just doing 
their job, the job 
we pay for, one way 
or another.” 

“The average seizure [in Minnesota] 
amounts to about $1,400,” says Lee 
McGrath, head of the Institute for Jus¬ 
tice, a libertarian-minded legal advocacy 
group. “So this is a tool that is being used 
on beings who are not members of an 
international drug cartel.” 

Then come the fines. Minneapolis’ 
budget predicts police will account for 
$1.7 million in revenue through fines and 
forfeitures. 

Marohn sees driving enforcement as a 
sort of high-speed stop-and-frisk, a chance 
to check if a civilian needs to be arrested for 
something else. Maybe that driver smells 
like pot. Nationwide, property seizures in 
marijuana-related busts netted $1 billion 
between 2002 and 2012. 

Instead of the “broken windows” theory, 


it’s busted taillights. City cops get sent into 
“high-crime” areas, where they aggres¬ 
sively pull over drivers who are, by nature 
of being pulled over, going to get arrested 
more... thus making it a high-crime area. 

In rural and suburban towns, “high- 
crime” might be the highway or the place 
where people, even bakers of cookies, 
always seem to drive 45 in a 35. 

Then there’s the ubiquitous sketch of 
the “high-crime” driver. 

Over 14 years, Philando Castile—young, 
black, and dreadlocked — was pulled over 
and cited by cops 49 times. Here’s how 
the Star Tribune described his “criminal 
record”: 

“Numerous stops came after he didn’t 
use a turn signal. A few came after he 
was speeding. He was stopped for rolling 
through a right turn on a red light, having 
window tints that were too dark, and at 
least twice for not having a rear license 
plate light. He was rarely ticketed for the 
reason he was stopped.” 

Over his lifetime, Castile paid $7,000 
in fines, more than a fifth of his annual 
salary as a school lunch supervisor. He was 
never convicted of a non-driving offense. 

A lot of people, maybe most of us, are 
committing some kind of driving offense 
regularly. Especially when we’re running 
late. We just don’t get pulled over for it. 
Castile did. 

Marohn thinks driving is over-policed. 
His remedy is predictably technocratic. 
Set up cameras to catch bad driving and 
send the offenders a ticket in the mail. 

“If affluent people, in affluent parts of 
town, started getting [ticketed], they’d 
get pissed off, and some of these driving 
laws would change. I’m not saying that’s

good, but it’s a better system than what 
we have.” 

Imagine if the system we have was a 
guy, accused of the same things police are: 
harassing people, grabbingeveryone’s shit 
and hawking it for cash, unnecessarily 
assaulting, even killing people. Wouldn’t 
you want him stopped? Asked a few ques¬ 
tions? Forced to prove who gave him a 
license to wheel around this way? 

That last one’s tricky. The stop-and-frisk- 
the-glove-compartment way of policing 
is one we’ve tacitly accepted, with most 
of us unbothered by its worst offenses. 
Those bad things happen to someone else. 

Don’t you dare raise my taxes to keep 
me safe. Go pull over some criminal. 

Maybe someday we’ll create color-blind 
cops, sensitive to their innate biases. But 
it’s easier to imagine a world where we just 
don’t instruct law enforcement to aggres¬ 
sively patrol certain areas and behaviors, 
with our funding scheme — and, let’s bet, 
their commanding officers — reminding 
them that busts mean bucks. 

They’re just doing their j ob, the job we 
pay for, one way or another. 

Let’s ask them to do a different one. 03

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THIS YEAR THE FRINGE FESTIVAL, a citywide 
event that brings hundreds of shows to Twin Cities 
stages, has made the biggest change to its ticketing 
system in its 23-year history. 

In previous years, ticketing for the Fringe was essen¬ 
tially a la carte: People bought tickets 
on a per-show basis, with discounts for 
multi-show passes. Every ticket-buyer 
also had to purchase a Fringe button; 
some hardcore Fringe-goers would show up wearing 
lanyards festooned with two decades’ worth of buttons. 

This year, the buttons are no longer required, and 
tickets for individual shows are gone. Instead, the 
festival will run on a day-pass system. Attendees pur¬ 


chase all-access wristbands for the day, meaning that 
once you’ve paid for a single show, you’ve paid for a 
day’s worth. 

The new system is comparable to what many other 
Fringe festivals use, and it encourages people to be 
bold in their show-going. “Nobody’s 
adventurous when they’re buying tick¬ 
ets one at a time,” explains executive 
director Jeff Larson. The Fringe had 
also hit a wall with the sheer logistics of selling an 
increasing number of individual tickets in the tight 
window of time between shows. 

According to Larson, efforts to increase the diversity of 
applicants for Fringe slots — via outreach to immigrant

communities, for example — have also paid off. From a record 524 applications, 169 
shows were selected to be presented on 15 stages and in four nontraditional sites. 

Proudly non-juried (meaning shows are selected at random, not by a panel of 
curators), this year’s Fringe is an even more eclectic mix of theatrical entertainment 
than usual. We’ve compiled a day-by-day guide, recommending one don’t-miss show 
a day along with a couple of others you might as well catch once you’ve picked up 
your day pass. 


Thursday, 8/4 


APPLE PICKING 

AUGUST 4, 5, 9, 11, 13 
Ritz Theater Proscenium 

Fringe vet Ben San Del is back with his 
eighth show, and he’s bringing what might 
just be the strongest cast in the entire 
festival this year. Mo Perry (a familiar 
face at the Guthrie and the Jungle), 
Jason Ballweber (Four Humors), and 
indie-theater icon Natalie Rae Wass lead 
the cast of Apple Picking, a dark comedy 
about an autumn tradition gone wrong. 

The play was inspired, says writer/ 
director San Del, by a discussion over 
whether “apple picking is a romantic 
thing to do on a nice fall day” or “you’re 
paying money to do hard labor.” 

Apple Picking imagines a couple hav¬ 
ing that argument in an apple orchard. 
San Del is reluctant to say much more, 
but hints that this twosome aren’t your 
typical Emma Krumbee’s patrons: They 
have a criminal history. The tone, he says, 
is of a somewhat surreal crime farce — 
one that the characters, however, take 
very seriously. “{Apple Picking] uses 
the confines of the stage to explore the 
nature of identity and reality — but with 
talking trees.”

They’re back for a third year of Fring¬ 
ing, though, and Bezuhaan: The Voiceless 
is sure to be one of 2016’s hottest tickets. 
The show tackles serious topics, as it’s 
about “xenophobia, and Islamophobia 
in particular,” explains artistic director 
Divya Maiya. 

Song-and-dance numbers from Bol¬ 
lywood movies are interpolated into an 
original story: At a market, where people 
of many backgrounds mingle, relationships 
both form and fray. “We have an interra¬ 
cial, intergenerational cast,” says Maiya.

“Now, I don’t rub shoulders with the

MINNESOTA FRINGE FESTIVAL 

VARIOUS LOCATIONS 
For its 23rd annual go-round, the 
Minnesota Fringe Festival is making a big 
change to its ticketing system: Instead of 
buying tickets on a show-by-show basis 
(and then getting one of those annoying, 
beloved buttons), all patrons will buy 
day passes. Organizers hope that the 
passes, which will cost $16 for weekdays 
and $22 on weekends, will encourage 
Fringe-goers to take in more shows, since 
every additional performance after you 
pay for the day’s first will be free. What’s 
not changing is the festival’s signature 
non-juried application process, meaning 
that you never know quite what will 
happen when the lights go down at one 
of the Fringe’s dozen or so Minneapolis 
venues.

The Seventh Fire burns bright

P ine Point is only 200 miles north¬ 
west of Minneapolis, but it’s so 
insular it might as well be its own 
country. Part of the White Earth 
Indian Reservation, it boasts a population 
of338. One resident opines that only a few 
lucky souls venture out of Pine Point to 
make a better life for themselves every 
decade or so. 

The two subjects of Jack Pettibone 
Riccobono’s documentary The Seventh 
Fire, an adult named Rob Brown and a 
teenager named Kevin Fineday Jr., are 
unlikely to be among them. 

“It’s always gonna be the same,” Kevin 
says of Pine Point a few minutes into the 
film, lest you entertain the notion that The 
SeventhFire might contain any moments of 
uplift. He also uses the word “opportunity” 
a lot, mostly to point out the lack of any. 
This is a depressed community, with little 


in the way of an economy but a few couches 
and cars on fire in the middle of the street 
for no apparent reason. 

Rob and Kevin’s tribal/gangtattoos are 
like pieces of a puzzle that don’t come 
together to form a clearer picture. Both 
are stunted by their surroundings, and 
neither feels like a complete person yet. 
Riccobono’s approach is observational 
to the extreme, with no voiceover or 
onscreen text lending context to the verite 
proceedings. 

We’re not sure of the precise nature 
of their relationship, though the elder 
does offer sage advice: If you’re going to 
risk your freedom by breaking the law, 
make sure the reward is worth it. “It 
usually isn’t,” he quickly clarifies — less 
a warning not to commit a crime and 
more an acknowledgement that he feels 
powerless to stop himself despite knowing 
the consequences. 

The Seventh Fire was executive- 


produced by Terrence Malick, the media- 
averse auteur whose The New World bears 
a superficial resemblance to Riccobono’s 
documentary in its focus on the Native 
American experience. The two movies are 
like drastically different sides of the same 
worn coin. Malick’s looks to America’s 
creation myth and Pocahontas, while 
Riccobono’s demystifies daily life for a 
subset of the Ojibwe community. 

“I haven’t been law-abiding lately,” 
Rob will later add in an offhand, semi¬ 
confessional tone. Watching this man, 
who’s self-aware enough to know he’s 
on a downward trajectory but lacks the 
wherewithal to change course, doesn’t 
make for easy viewing. He speaks of years 
spent behind bars in a disarmingly casual 
manner, the way others might describe an 
unpleasant weekend visit with a relative. 
It’s treated as a fact of existence, not 
something to avoid but something to get 
over with and take in stride. 


THE SEVENTH FIRE

Most of this revolves around meth, 
which Riccobono’s subjects likewise 
discuss — and make, and consume — on 
camera like it’s nothing. Rob and Kevin are 
both affiliated with the Native Gangster 
Disciples, an organization whose ranks 
Kevin hopes to ascend. 

That’s ultimately the saddest part — 
there are no teary-eyed breakdowns or 
moments of grand revelation in The Seventh 
Fire, just an utter lack of hope for abetter 
future. Their collective myopia is both 
a hindrance and a defense mechanism. 
Only when he’s back in prison for the fifth 
time after a brief furlough does Rob have 
a moment of clarity, but by then it’s too 
little too late. He’s made it out of Pine 
Point, but this is hardly a new life. 03

The long-shuttered Viking Bar reclaims its historic place in the West Bank music scene

he lights are finally back on at 
the Viking Bar. 

At the end of May, the vener¬ 
able West Bank watering hole 
and live music venue came back to life 
after a decade of dormancy (its exterior 
sign cheekily read “GONE FISHIN’” for 
years). While the neighborhood’s musical 
landscape has evolved over the past 10 years, 
the corner bar near Cedar and Riverside 
Avenues is having no problem reclaiming 
its musical niche. 

Heading the Viking Bar revitalization 
efforts are owners Amy Britt, Aaron Britt, 
and Patrick Johnston, longtime friends and 
music lovers who moved from Los Angeles to 
Minneapolis with their eye on buying a bar. 

“Aaron and I have been buddies for more 
than 20 years, and spent a lot of time in 
dive bars listening to great music in Los 
Angeles,” Johnston says. 'When he and his 
wife moved to Minneapolis [in 2014], we 
were still on the hunt for a place we could 
open on our own. The Viking Bar spoke to 
us and we knew — based on its history and 
its potential — that we had finally found 
exactly what we were looking for.” 

The Viking, which served as a blues and 
folk hotspot in the ’60s and 70s, required 
some sprucing up. Among the improve¬ 
ments: adding a kitchen to comply with 
Minneapolis’ food-to-liquor ratio ordinance, 
removing the drop ceiling to expose the 
corrugated tin tiles underneath, modern¬ 
izing the restrooms and entryway, adding 
a small outdoor patio, and renewing the 
long-expired liquor license. But the inde¬ 
pendent spirit and dive-bar charm of the 
historic brick building at 1829 Riverside 
Ave. thankfully remain intact. The new 
ownership trio was especially intent on 
maintaining the rich musical tradition of 
the place. 

“It’s part of the DNA of the Viking Bar, 
and one of its greatest assets,” Johnston 
says. “The ability to showcase excellent and 
eclectic musicians in an intimate environ¬ 
ment is what makes this place a sought-after 
destination for musicians and fans alike. 
Music brings people together.” 

Even though the room is warm and 
intimate, with capacity hovering around 


120 for live shows, the bar’s sound and 
lighting systems desperately needed 
21st-century upgrades. The Walker Art 
Center’s Doug Livesay was enlisted to 
help modernize the stage setup for the 
long, wood-paneled space. 

“[Livesay] worked with us to go get 
a sound system that would be not only 
effective for the room, but responsible 
for the room,” Aaron explains. “So it’s 
not something that the crowd would be 
overpowered by, but something that’s as 
a crisp and clean as possible, taking the 
long room into account.” 

That new sound system has been put 
to great use so far, as the bar has already 
hosted a wide array of artists from diverse 
genres. Steve Kaul, formerly of nearby 
institution Palmer’s, and Harriet Brew¬ 
ing’s Jesse Brodd are responsible for that 
ongoing task. Their expertly curated book¬ 
ings give affectionate nods to the bluesy, 
roots-rock tradition of the Viking, which 
originally opened in 1904. In addition to 
longtime West Bank veterans like Willie 


Murphy, Curtiss A, and Cornbread Harris, 
the bar has hosted contemporary locals 
like Americana ace Erik Koskinen, elec¬ 
tronic wizard Dosh, rapper RP Hooks, and 
rockers Eleganza. Even with national acts 
like the Two Tens and Dead Soldiers set 
to roll through this week, cover charges 
rarely creep north of $5. 

Charlie Parr counts himself among 
the Viking Bar regulars from years past. 
The celebrated Minnesota bluesman per¬ 
formed there regularly back in the day. 

“I played there every Tuesday with 
Mikkel [Beckmen], and hung out there 
anytime Spider John [Koerner] played, or 
the Fat Chance Jug Band, or whenever,” 
Parr recalls. “I lived about a block away. 
I loved the little community the place 
attracted.” 

Parr will have a chance to check out 
the upgraded digs during his show at the 
Viking on Friday. He says he’s happy the 
venue will again help enliven a West Bank 
music scene that lost the 400 Bar in 2012. 

“It’ll be important for the Viking to be 


a true part of that neighborhood again,” 
Parr says. “It’s good to have it back.” 

That responsibility of entertaining and 
enhancing the community is something 
the new owners fully embrace. It played 
a crucial role in their decision to buy the 
Viking Bar in the first place. 

“Everybody in this area is offering a 
variation on a theme. What we do here is 
not what they do,” Aaron says of a neigh¬ 
borhood that boasts live-music venues 
like Triple Rock Social Club, Palmer’s, 
Nomad World Pub, and Acadia. 

He says the Viking Bar is tapped into a 
symbiotic relationship with other West 
Bank establishments, and that success for 
any individual business stands to benefit 
the whole area. 

“With the reappearing of the Viking 
Bar, if we get any press, it’s press for the 
West Bank as well,” Aaron says. “We want 
to give people another reason to come 
down here. It’s an exciting place to be, 
around here, and that cemented the notion 
that we’d really love to be a part of it.” 03
